to Pasadena. 

Oh, yes, opponents of the an¬ 
nexation also went on record 
as saying that Pasadena would 
never "even consider" taking 

in the ranch.

ling pickup under contract has 
done a service that the indivi¬ 
dual property owner would be 
unable to do. The city adver¬ 
tises for bids, and the residents 
get the benefit of low bid price 
and a faithful performance 
bond. Few cities of the county 
have assumed this necessary 
responsibility. 

In some cities, Arcadia for 
e.\ample, the city sells the con¬ 
cession for pickup with the rub¬ 
bish collector making indivi¬ 
dual "deals.” In some cities 
this cost to householders runs 
as high as $4.50 a month. Aver¬ 
age cost in non-contract cities 
is between $1.75 and $2 a 
month. 

In Sierra Madre direct cost 
through the water bill to resi¬ 
dents is 50-cents a month for 
both rubbish and garbage-tin 
cans collections. Difference be¬ 
tween actual cost and the 50 
cents comes out of the general 
fund.

Sierra Madre's shrubbery 
probably gets a shave and hair¬ 
cut more often than that of 
any other town around here. 

We’ve been called the dog- 
gie.st town in the county—he- 
cau.se we have .so many dogs. 
Now we’re being called the 
bu.shle.st town in the area be¬ 
cause we’ve got so many 
bushes. 

Authority for the over abun¬ 


dance of brush and clippings 
is John Avedesian who proud¬ 
ly (and rightly( lays claim to 
strong arms, Armenian blood 
and a sense of both humor and 
fairne.ss. He’s the one who di¬ 
rects two trucks and three 
lielpers in picking up the city’s 
rubbish (the liurnables you lay 
on the curb). 

And it'.s he who likes to talk 
over personally any ‘beef’ a 


resident has about rubbish 
pickup. He says that the receiv¬ 
ing end of the rubbish busi- 
ne.ss has problems too. For ex¬ 
ample, everyone saving up the 
trimmings for weeks and then 
placing them on the curb dur¬ 
ing the same month. 

Another problem is where to 
put it after you get it. The 
City found that out when Air 
Pollution Control closed dov/n 
the city dump two years ago. 
As a result of that closing the 
city has a baseball field and 
recreation area and someone 
else has the dump headache. 

The headache and the dump 
liclongs to Ben Kazarian who 
also holds the existing contract 
for rubbish collection in Sierra 
?.T:uhe. The clump is in the Du 
arte area at Bateman and Mer¬ 
idian avenues. The city sends 
at Ica.st five truck loads a day 
to it. 

Unlike Sierra Madre’s old 
dump, this one does not burn 
It is an old abandoned gravel 
pit that once was 135 ft. deep 


with an area of five acres. 
More than half filled now, it 
will be completely filled with 
alternating layers of dirt and 
rubbish in another 18 months. 
Kazarian points out that near¬ 
ly half of all the rubbish go¬ 
ing into the pit comes from 
Sierra Madre. 

The whole area, packed down 
by giant caterpillar tractors, 
becomes rehabilitated land, and 
under this plan of directed 
"fill and cover" dumping Sier¬ 
ra Madre's rubbish may be the 
foundation for future Duarte 
area park or recreational field. 

City Engineer Harry Shatto 
pointed out that because of the 
amount of trimmings and clip¬ 
pings produced by Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s week-end gardeners and 
the extreme fire hazard, a pick- 
,up service is required. 

Tile fire hazard is accentuat- 
oci in the canyon area, and 
there all burnahlos arc picked 
up weekly. In the canyon area, 
backyard incinerators are not 
allowed. 

This outlawing of backyard 
incinerators is something that 
is now being pushed by the 
Smog Control District, and 
someday it may be general 
throughout the county. 

In the meantime. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, with only a few changes 
in its pickup service, could be 
prepared to fit right in with 
such a requirement without ad¬ 
ministrative or financial pain. 

Sierra Madre’s rubbish now 
totals approximately 10,000 
tons a year, and it wouldn’t 
be many tons more if every¬ 
thing the housewife puts into 
the incinerator were placed out 
for pickup. ■ 

Kazarian declared that total 
cost to the city would not be 
greater, and probably might be 
less, if there were two pickups 
a month at every residence.The 
saving would be found in the 
requirement that loose mater¬ 
ials, such as papers, leaves and 
clippings, be placed in con¬ 
tainers. 

Under such a condition the 
"two-yard" limit per house 
eoch month would be spread 
over two pickups with a one- 
yard maximum amount each 
time. The pickups might also 
include ashes to accommodate 
householders with fireplaces 
and the accompanying problem 
of what to do with what's left 
from fireplace logs.

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If disaster struck in the area, 
mutual assistance would be 
rendered by Monrovia, Arcadia, 
Altadena, and Sierra Madre, 
members of the city’s Disaster 
Council were told at a meet¬ 
ing last week. 

Division officers and their as¬ 
sistants heard portions of let¬ 
ters and pamphlets on the sub¬ 
ject of civilian defense. Mayor 
William A. Kinney read a let¬ 
ter from Gov. Earl Warren and 
excerpts from the book, “Unit¬ 
ed States Civil Defense,” by 
Stuart Symington, coordinator 
for Civil Defense in Washing¬ 
ton. 

The Sierra Madreans heard a 
report of Mr. Page of Sierra 
Engineering Company on a 
meeting of the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Safety Council regarding 
measures that should be taken 
to meet the possibility of an 
atomic attack. 

It was pointed out that fire 
hazards probably would be the 
most difficult problem since 
there probably would be no 
water pressure. Although Mr. 
Page reported that the Los An¬ 
geles Medical Society will take 
over the entire responsibility 
for the organization and train¬ 
ing medical workers. Dr. 
M. H. A. Peterson is going 
ahead with his project of des¬ 
ignating casualty stations, first 
aid training, and an inventory 
of medical supplies available 
here. 

Commander Kinney and all 
members of the Disaster Coun¬ 
cil were firm in their belief 
that, regardless of all pledges 
of outside aid. Sierra Madre 
must be able to take care of 
itself—except a certain amount 
of medical assistance. 

Fire Chief James C. Heasley 
reported that the auxiliary fire 
fighting force of World War II 
is being retained. Chief of Po¬ 
lice Gordon G. McMilan ex¬ 
pressed disappointment in the 
fact that only two applications 
have been received so far for 
possible duty as reserve police¬ 
men. 

Mr. McMillan said that in 
the event of disaster, it would 
be impossible to handle traf¬ 
fic and other police problems 
with the present force. 

A1 Freeland announced that 
volunteers are needed for 
training in repairing water 
mains and equipment. 

Next regular meeting of the 
Disaster Council will be on 
Wednesday, Nov. 8.

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American. Japanese do not 
throw wrappers and peelings 
from train windows as that 
would mar the landscape, yet 
the inside of trains are often 
littered from one end to the 
other w'ith garbage and trash. 
Japanese students avidly pur¬ 
sue philosophical studies, but 
the universities are so filthy 
they would stimulate shame in 
the heart of any American stu¬ 
dent. Kimono materials are ex¬ 
quisite in their design and col¬ 
or blending, as are the sashes, 
yet the kimonos and sashes are 
rarely combined so as to 
achieve harmony between the 
two. A Japanese will invaria¬ 
bly try to find out what you 
think regarding the topic under 
discussion, and if he cannot 
succeed in doing so he is very 
likely to give no satisfactory 
answer whatsoever as to what 
his opinions on the matter are. 
This all adds up to the fact 
that he wants all people to 
think well of him, and so he 
tries to adjust his expres.sed 
idea to those of the person he 
he is with. 

Again, Oriental-Occidental 
differences are apparent when 
matters of efficiency and ad¬ 
ministrative ability are con¬ 
cerned. A Japanese usually 
cannot make up his mind or 
give an opinion about even the 
mo.st simple matter unless he 
consults with two or three 
other.s. The evening when I 
asked a Japanese how to get a 
certain railroad station he call¬ 
ed in seven others and after a 
five minute conference they 
endeavored to draw a map! 
This is not an isolated incident. 
This indecisiveness is typical 
and is carried into all realms 
of life in Japan, even into high 
diplomatic circles. Just prior to 
Pearl Harbor, the Japanese Am¬ 
bassador to Germany and the 
Japanese Ambassador to a cer¬ 
tain South American country 
came to Washington to help 
the Japanese Ambassador to 
the United States make up his 
mind on certain policies to be 
followed. 

Many Japanese expressions 
are based on devaluating one’s 
own possessions or desires and 
evaluating the other person’s. 
If a store does not have an ar¬ 
ticle you want very much to 
purchase, it is customary to re¬ 
ply to the clerk or proprietor 
by saying, “If you do not have 
it that is splendid,” or “If you 
do not have it, I don’t need 
it.” This supposedly saves the 
proprietor from any embarras¬ 
sment. Or, upon visiting a 
home, a Japane.se will tell you 
not to enter a room “because it 
is so dirty” when it has been 
scrupulously cleaned (accord¬ 
ing to Japanese standards) and 
it is fully expected that you 
should go in. When one sits 
down to a banquet in which a 
dozen or more strange concoc¬ 
tions literally stare you in the 
face fas some have heads and 
eyes) the host will say, “We 
have nothing to eat, but please 
eat a lot.” This lack of sin¬ 
cerity for the sake of polite¬ 
ness greatly alters the Japan¬ 
ese appreciation of the value 
of truth for truth’s sake so that 
a Westerner learns to question 
everything he hears. 

'The Jajanese are known to 
be deft at imitation, but it is 
particularly interesting to note 
how this characterisic is car¬ 
ried over even to imitating 
American package designs and 
trade names. Our attention has 
been arrested by a Japanese 
camera called Bell and Fowell. 

Women in Japan still do not 
occupy the respected place of 
women in the western world. 
An American woman in Japan 
learns from experience not to 
offer her seat in a train to a 
haggard, burden-bearing wom¬ 
an with a child, for the woman 
will invariably put her lively 
eight or ten-year-old child in 
the seat instead. A woman is 
still the servant of her entire 
household, including the chil¬ 
dren. 

Since every important nation 
has had some dominate char¬ 
acteristics which have been re¬ 
sponsible for its reaching a de¬ 
gree of greatness, while living 
in Japan I have been looking 
for those qualities which have 
given Japan her streigth. One 
does not have to read much of 
Japanese history or talk with 
many Japanese before he be¬ 
gins to realize that bravery is 
surely a dominant character¬ 
istic. A Japanese does not eas¬ 
ily adopt strong convictions 
about anything, but once his 
heart is truly convinced on an 
issue he will show a tenacious¬ 
ness and bravery in its defense 
which will compel anyone to 
take notice. This has tremen¬ 
dous portents for the future, 
for if Japan can be made into 
a firm and convinced exponent 
of democracy a powerful ally 
will certainly have been won. 
But there are obstacles in the 
road and at present many 
Japanese have only a vague

We never cease to be intrigued 
by these people who inhabit 
a land wherein the old is con¬ 
stantly nudging the new, where 
time has no value and effici¬ 
ency no virtue. As we have 
moved among the Japanese 
from almost every walk of life 
during the past year certain 
cultural patterns have become 
very evident. 

The Japanese is very sensi¬ 
tive in some respects, and at 
the same time is completely 
immune to things to which an 
occidental wmuld be sensitive. 
The Japanese is sensitive to 
beauty in music, art and lit¬ 
erature, and he carries his aes¬ 
thetic tastes into certain com¬ 
mon everyday experiences. It is 
not at all unusual to observe 
a Japanese bus or truck driver 
with a bouquet of flowers in a 
vase attached to his wind¬ 
shield. But when it comes to 
practical aesthetics the Japan¬ 
ese has a different set of val¬ 
ues from those common to an 


In 1854 when Commodore 
Perry opened Japan to the West 
it was long looked upon there¬ 
after by Westerners as a quaint 
little box of curios. Now, 100 
years later, this is still the very 
first impression Japan makes 
upon the foreigner’s mind. Her 
narrow streets, wooden clogs, 
colorful lanterns and kimonos, 
along with a myriad of fascin¬ 
ating customs and celebrations 
make her an alluring country 
for tourists' eyes. 

In order to understand, how¬ 
ever, the significance of these 
customs they must be viewed 
as a whole, and as represent¬ 
ing a national Ideology and 
culture which may soon make 
itself felt again in the world of 
affairs when Japan’s soverign- 
ty is restored. 

My wife and I have spent 
many interesting evenings to¬ 
gether comparing and discuss¬ 
ing our observations and ex¬ 
periences among the Japanese.

Distance is the best protec¬ 
tion against radiation. 

The Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
experience tells us that beyond 
two miles the danger from the 
initial flash of radiation is neg- 
ligible. (However, improved 
weapons could sub.stantially in¬ 
crease the distance at which 
the radiation intensity could 
be harmful or fatal.) 

Shelter is the next best pro¬ 
tection from the initial flash. 

A considerable thickness or sol¬ 
id material, such as concrete, 
will give a great deal of pro¬ 
tection. There is no known ma¬ 
terial. suitable for making into 
clothing, which would give any 
measurable protection against 
the initial flash of radiation. 

The foregoing comments have 
tried to present a picture of the 
sources of radiation hazard and 
their effects as observed at 
Hiroshima, Nagasaki, and Bik¬ 
ini. However, the picture is far 
from complete and conclusions 
drawn from it must he tenta¬ 
tive. The available informa¬ 
tion is sufficient, however, to 
start development of protective 
measures.
